lr is fervently to be hoped that the coronation ceremony which will take 
plas coon Sunday at the Kremlin, in Moscow, and on which the thoughts of the 
entire civilised world avill for many reasons be turned, may be the harbinger of 
4 brichter era for the Jews in Russia. It is currently reported that the Czar 
will signalise the event by several acts of clemency. Let him likewise perform 
an act of humanity and justice to his Jewish subjects hy repealing those harsh 
laws which have rendered their lives so bitter, and have caused them 
the more easily to fall a prey to corrupt officials and to ignorant and vicious pea- 
sants. His Imperial Majesty will find an excellent precedent for the course we 
trust he will take, if he will but follow in the footsteps of his murdered father, 
whose coronation in 1856 was marked by the issuing of two ukases favourable 
to the Jews, One ordered the abolition of the special tax on passports of Jews 
leaving the country ; the other, of a somewhat more important character, abro- 
cated the special, stipulations of the law on recruiting as far as Jews were con- 
cerned, such as the lowering, to their detriment, of the legal age for recruits and 
the fines inthicted on congregations whenever recruits failed to present them- 
selves, Concessions of a more radical nature, however, are now anticipated after 
the sufferings recently endured by the Jews in Russia, 


The Servian Government, on whose liberal action towards the Jews we hive 
had frequent occasion to comment, has again distinguished itself in the same 
direction by the appointment of a Jew, M. Daviteho, as Consul-General for Servia 
at Pesth. This gentleman, it may be added, is a near relative of M. Abraham 
Oserovitch, the Jewish member of the Skuptschina, as the parliament of the coun- 
try is called. What adifferent state of affairs prevails inthe neighbouring kingdom 
of Roumaniat Instead of conferring honours, however well-deserved, 
on foreign Jews (Baron Charles de Rothschild, of Frankfort-on-the- 
Main, has lately been decorated with the Grand Cross of the Order of 
the Crown of Roumania), the Government of the country would do 
far better to accord to the native Jews the rights which were con- 
ferred upon them by the Treaty of Berlin. How the stipulations of this 
treaty are being carried out, may be inferred from the fact that last year the 
Chamber of Deputies granted five applications for naturalisation, out of a large 
number which had been sent in to that body. But even this sinall number was 
too much for the Senate, which reduced it to three. At this rate centuries will 
have passed ere the entire Jewish population in Roumania has received the 
full rights of citizens. Theaction of the legislature in this matter affords but 
little ground forthe hope that the composition of the Constituent Assembly, which 
has just been elected for the revision of the Rowmanian Constitution, will be 
favourable to the claims of the Jews, 


Among the Eastern countries in which the condition of the Jews has been to 
some extent bettered during the past few years, Morocco occupies a conspicuous 
place. It is true that the lot of our brethren in that country is far from being 
an enviable one, but ifwe may judge fromthe falling off inthe complaints which 
have reached Western Europe of late, they are not maltreated to the same extent 
as formerly. The Emperor is’ credited with being favourably ‘disposed 
towards the Jews, but his benevolent intentions are frequently thwarted 
by some of his ministers or by the practically irresponsible local authorities. Of 
the truth of this assertion-evidence is afforded by the refusal of the authorities at 
Mogador last year to allow the Jews in that port to participate in the distribution 
of public relief granted by the Emperor to the famishing population, although 
his Majesty had given strict orders that no distinction was to be made between 
Mahomedans and non-Mahomedans. We have been led to make the foregoing 
observations in consequence of an announcement which appeared last week in 
one of the daily papers to the effect that the’ Moorish Emperor is expected to 
visit Aix la Chapelle during the present summer in order to. have the benetit of 
its mineral waters. His visit to Europe would afford the Alliance Israélite and 


the affihated bodies an excellent opportunity of approaching his Majesty in order. 


to thank him for his kindness to the Jews, and. to memoralise him to 


abolish the several degrading laws to which they are still subjected, and which 
place them at the mercy of rapacious governors and of fanatic individuals. 


Politicians both in this country and abroad will have been struck by the 
absence from the political arena for some time past of Dr. Lasker, the well- 
known Liberal leader in Germany. This withdrawal from the field of his 
activity is not the result of capricious motives, such as have ere now induced 
statesmen to retire temporarily into private life on the failure of their projects, 
but is, we regret to learn, caused by illness, which at one time assumed alarming 
proportions. Dr. Lasker has considerably improved in health, but he has 
been ordered to abandon politics for a time, and with this object in view he is 
about to pay a long visit to America, He will carry with him the best wishes of 
those who admire the high reputation he has carved out for himself for his 
speedy recovery and ultimate return to the sphere of his useful labours, 


The Government of Switzerland has lately paid a high compliment to the 
superior moral character of the Jews. Since the end of March the law re-establish- 
ing capital punishment has been in force inthe canton of Lucerne. This fact the 
Government caused to be proclaimed from the pulpits of all the churches in the 
canton ; byt no communications on the subject were made to the heads of the 
Jewish congregations.

SOCIETY OF HEBREW LITERATURE. 
| TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn.—The collapse of the Society of Ilebrew Literature reminds one of whi t 
generally happens ut the death of a good and clever Pyaiath. Little is sul about 
him during his life ; frequently he is unnotice d, but at his death there is much 
panegyric and general lamentation. So with the Society and its: publications ; 
some bought the books, a few read them, the majority did not. What is to be 
done % Of course, try again. Inthe meantime the English Jews are told that while 
we neglect our literature, non-Jews are studying it and sending. forth valuable 
publications. Now as we seem to be very fond of imitating non-Jews in a great 
many other things, suppose we try and imitate them in the matter of Hebrew 
literature. Let me illustrate what | mean. In 1882 Mr. George Wolseley 
Collins, M.A., Oxford, published by Moses ben Isaac of England, lt 
is a grammar and lexicon of the Hebrew language. The preface of Mr. Collins 
is written in English, but the work is printed at Versailles. What says tue 
Editor? “ I have now to tender my tied .... first of all tomy friend Dr. 
Pusey, Regius Professor of Hebrew in the University of Oxford, to wlis 
generous liberality in defraying the-expenses of printing this book, it owes its 
existence.” 

If Anglo-Jewish literature is to flourish in this country it can only be by the 
“ venerous liberality” of the wealthy in our community ; and by fostering the 
study of Semitic literature here in England, “for the honour of which (adds Mr. 
Collins) as an Englishman I am naturally jealous.” 

The story of the various attempts to found an Anglo-Jewish Literature 
Society is well known. A few earnest, sincere, and pious men meet together ; 4 
few pounds are subseribed * a Start is made. But there Is ne attraction : there 
is no interest felt in the work ; the Anglo-Jewish community is not educated up 
to the standard of Hebrew literature ; we have no knowledge of the A.D. C. of 
the subject; and yet we are fed with the most difficult works on the most. pro- 
found subjects. Few of us nowadays, I fear, study Rashi. But the whole of 
his Biblical Commentary has been translated into Latin and published at Gotha, 
1704—1714. Let us have this translated into English (except, of course, a few 
chapters), with the English and Hebrew text of the Bible, with Rashis Com- 
mentary in Hebrew and English, to be published in shilling monthly parts. It wall

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ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE. 


The annual meeting of the members of the Jewish Association for the Diffusion 
of Religions Knowledge was held on Wednesday last, at the Vestry Room of the 
Now West End Synagogue. There were present: Mr. ELLIS A. FRANKLIN, one of 
the Vice-Presidents. in the Chair; the Revs. Dr. H. Adler, M. Haines, R. Harris, 
Dr A. Cohen. Messrs. L. B. Abrahams, Elkan Adler, M.A,, B. A. Franklin, Jacques 
A. Franklin. (Honorary‘Seeretary). H. J. Kiseh, Abraham Levy, Henry Lucas; Claude 
Montefiore, Vallentine. L. Van Oven, 

Fhe CHAIRMAN. in opening the proceedings, said that the Association was at 


the present time a different institution from what it had been when he first) became 
connected withit, Originally itsobjects included reading rocms, the délivery of lectures, 
the publication of tracts the visitationof prisons, and the attendance of ministers at 
houses of mourning. Theseobjects were perhaps the most popular of the Association’s 
labours among the public at large. They had, however, not been dropped by the 
(<<ociation. but sinee ifs establishment the United Synagogue had been founded. and 


had undertaken some of the objects which had been named, Mr. Franklin concluded 
hy referring to the scheme for religious examination, and appealed to the public for 
support, both to the general objects of the Association and to the new movement, 

The Rev. Dr. [DerMANN ADLER. in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, 
referred to the success of the present classes held in connection with the Board 
Sehools, and expressed the hope that the scheme which had been prepared for the 
encouragement of religious education would have the result which the Committee 
had in view. He trusted that the public would generously support the Committee 
in the new movement, so that the necessary subventions might be forthcoming for 
those schools, especially in the provinces, in which the extension of religious instruc- 
tioh was absolutely necessary. In conclusion, Dr. Adler corrected a statement 
which had appeared in the Jerish Chronicle, to the effect that the standards for 
religious examination had been drawn up by the Committee of the Association, 
Whilst recognising the assistance which the Committee had afforded in the matter. 
it was his duty to state that the standards had been framed by the Chief Rabbi only. 
«i to a further criticism in the Jewish Chronicle on the absence 
of provision for 1ination in post-Biblical history, He agreed that there was 
some grot onthis criticism, but the reason for the omission was that the com-

ently than boys, 

The Report and Balance-sheet wére then adopted, 

In the report ef the Committee the work of the Association during the past 
year was comprised under the three heads of religious instruction of the Jewish 
pupils of Board Schools, the maintenance of a Sabbath School, and the granting of 
aid to necessitous Jewish schools and religious classes, The number of pupils at the 
classes held in Board Schools were as follows : Old Castle Street. Whitechapel, 1,000 
pupils, with 15 teachers, the classes being under the honorary superintendence of 
Mr. Abraham Levy, the Head Master of the School; Settle Street School, Commer- 
cial Road, 200 pupils. with four teachers ; Chicksand Street, Whitechapel (established 
in July, S82), 120 pupils, with four teachers. The average attendance of pupils at 
the Sabbath School, held at the Jews’ Free School, was 463, the classes being con- 
dneted by 20 ladies and gentlemen, who gave their services gratuitously. The Sab- 
lx School was at present under the joint honorary superintendance of Messrs. Elkan 
Adler and Woolf Defries, The Committee expressed their regret at the resignation 
of Dr, A, Cohen, the former Honorary Superintendent, to whose energy the present 
prosperous condition of the classes was due, Grants were made last year to the 
Old Ford and North Bow Jewish Classes and to the South Hackney Schools. The 
Report concluded with a reference to the capitation grants which are to be offered to 
teachers of religious classes, The income of the Association during the past year 
amounted to £490, and the expenditure to £379,

In Minnesota and Wisconsin the local Committees acted with the greats 
kindness, and yet with admirable tact and good management. The Mayors « 
the capitals of those States, Milwaukee and St. Paul, took tne lead in the more. 
ment in favour of the refugees, who were treated not as paupers but as heroes, 
and most hospitably received, although at first the numbers were almost | 
whelming. They are now almost all doing well, and one seldom jhears of 
man asking for assistance upon the score of his having been a refugee. 

At Dakota there is an agricultural settlement of Russian refugees, said to |, 
in a promising condition. They have had an unusualy severe winter ; but itis 
generally understood that their prospects are sufficiently encouraging, 

In the smaller towns of Illinois the refugees were received by the inhabit- 
ants with the greatest hospitality and generosity, and they are now thriving ther 
better than in any other State. 

Altogether the results of the Russo-Jewish exodus must be considered most 
encouraging, and the European Committees—especially the administrators of the 
Mansion House Fund—may now at length feel that they have not merely done: 
noble work, but have achieved a great success,

A rude shock would be given tothe tender suscepti! ilitica of all advocates of tolera ion by a 
recent act of our respected R.M., were it mot kaown that Mr. Campbell was a tolerant and broad - 
minded man. But, though he may be unbigoted, yet he is clearly chargeable with bing, at least. 
Ilrascible, It was doubtless owing to this quality, rather than to harshness, or to any deliberate 
‘ntention of restricting religious liberty, that he committed the act to be referred te. Last week 
being the Jewish feast of Passover,a member of the faith waited on Mr. Campbell and asked to be 
permitted to send some Passover cakes to a Jewish prisoner then in gacl, The magistrate heard 
the word“ cakes” and at once assumed it must refer to some delicate article of confectionery, not 
knowing, apparently, that the Passover cakes are merely unleavened bread, which is anything but 
toothsome, forhe exclaimed: * What! allow a prisoner cakes becaust it's Passover? You might 
as well say that Catholics should be permitted butter and e@gs during Len’.

GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 

There was a considerable falling off of interest displayed in the elections at the 
Great Synagogue, judging by the fact that barely more than 100 votes were recorded 
acainst about 250 at the election of 1481, and that little was attempted in the way 
of canvassing, no “ ticket” being issued as was the case in former yeara, Little 
enthusiasm was displayed when the result of the poll was officially declared. A 
notable feature was the discussion of subjects not bearing on the actual proceedings 
of the day. 


In the absence of Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, Bart., M.P., Senior Warden (who 
had been called away from town in consequence of the illness of one of his sons), 
Mr. A, Rosenre.p, the Junior Warden, presided. 

After explaining the object of the meeting the CiiAIRMAN nominated the fol- 
lowing gentlemen as Scrutineers: Mesers. J. Benjamin, I. Isaacs, 8, Lazarus, and R. 
Wollrauch. The motion was carried unanimously and without discussion. 

The CHAIRMAN next moved that Messrs. I. M. Marks, I. Pick, and Leopold de 
Rothechild be re-elected representatives of the Great Synagogue at the Board of 
Deputies. Mr. Herbert Bentwitch was also proposed. 

After some discussion asto the moje of procedure, a contested election not 
having been anticipated, the Chairman ruled that the ballot. so far asthe Board of 
Deputies was concerned, shonld be postponed until the following day. At a later 
stage of the meeting Mr. Bentwitch's name was withdrawn. and the three retiring 
reprerentatives were unanimously re-elected,

Mr. Joun HARRIS moved that at future elections returns shonld be laid on the 
table of the number of meetings of the Counciland Committee, and the attendances 
of each member at such meetings. Mr. Harris observed that it was only by means 
of those returns, or by the alternative of a preliminary meeting, that the seatholders 
could determine how to vote. 

Mr, E. TeLLeR seconded the resolution, which was opposed by the Chairman, 
and supported by Mr. I. M. Marks, and rejected almost unanimously. 

Mr. B. I. VAN STAVEREN urged that arrangements should be made for a regular 
delivery of sermons in the synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to Mr. Van Staveren, said that the members of the 
aynagonee were aware that as long as the Chief Rabbi attended their place of 
worship he would allow no one to preach there with the exception of himself. This 
prohibition was, however, withdrawn on Dr. Adler's removal from town, and from 
time to time gentlemen had been asked to preach in the synagogue, and had cordi- 
ally accepted the invitation, Two years ago the Committee consulted the Commit- 
tees of the City Synagogues on the subject of the appointment of a local preacher, 
but the New Synagogue Committee did not meet them with that cordiality which 


Might have been expected, and engaged the Rev. Hermann Gollancz as their 


preacher. Last year the Council of the United Synagogue voted £40 -towards 
defraying the expenses of ministers who gave casual sermons in the Great Syna- 
gogue, but it was apparent that if that synagogue were to have a permanent lec- 
turer, that gentleman must be a man of high attainments, and one who would 
require a Jarge salary, It was a question whether the Council would sanction such 
a large expenditure, especially as the funds of the Great Synagogue had suffered 
considerably through losses of members, but an arrangement by which a lecturer 
could be appointed for all the City Synagovues might meet with the approval of the 
Council, It was true a large number of members were opposed to sermons; but 
he disagreed with them, and thought that sermons were eszential to the religious 
welfare of the rising generation.

THE JEWS IN CONSTANTINOPLE, 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDEN?.) 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 1883, 

Serious dissensions have recently broken out in the Sephardim community of 
this city relative to the election of a committee, charged by the Jewish National 
Council (Midjliss Oumumi) with the task of revising the orzanic laws which have 
coverned that community for the past twenty-five years, These dissensions have 
acsumed enormous proportions, and the intervention of the proper authorities will 
be required in order to putastoptothem, We have to deal with two parties ; one. 
that of the Caimacam Moise Lévy (/ocwm tenens for the Grand Rabbi of Turkey. 
whose chair has been vacant for about eight years) which is strong ¥y opposed to 
any revision of the laws now in force, and the second, the party of revision. 
which consists of the majority of the Jewish notabilitics, and is supported by the 
Jewish pressand population generally, as well as by several of the Turkish jonraals. 

The Vasit, a newspaper which is reputed with possessing great influence at 
Court, contains in its issue of the 3rd inst, a long article on this subject and ia favor 

of the party that Cesires the formation of a committee, in order to bring about 
more order in the administration of communal affairs, The article quotes the terms 
of article six of the organic laws of the Jewish community, which are incladed in 
the Ottoman code. This article places within the hands of the Grand Rabbi for 
the time being the right of approving the decisions of the Counci!, provided that 
they in no way contravene the laws in existence, Shoullsuch be tie case he has 
the power of opposing their execution, but he is bound to jus'ify his opposition. It 
is evident, then. observes the that thedelay which has taken place the 
carrying out of the decision arrived at by the notables, and for which no reason has 
been viven, isa direct contravention of the laws, a contravention which is tie more 
agcravated owing to the fact that the decision referred to was taken with the object 
of effecting the rigourons execution of the law. The article consludes with the 
hope that the victory will not be given to men who ast only for the fulfilment of 
interested views, and that the authorities will no longer alloW a measure, which has 
been adopted for the welfare of the Jewish community in conformity with the 
views of the Imperial Government, to remain a dead letter. 

The Jourial de Constantinople, a French paper, likewise supporte the party 
of revision, and mentions that among the abuses, the suppression of which was 
demanded by the Council, was one belonging toa past age and particularly obnoxi- 
ous to the Jewish community. This refers to the (/a/e//a, or tax on meat, the 
abolition of which would rid all classes of our community of an impost that in 
no way benefits the communal treasury, Its abolition would farther bring about a 
considerable ru pprochke nent between the Ashkenazim and Sephardim communities 
in the East, The (/a/él/a, which is recognised by the Sephardim but not by the 
Ashkenazim. is the source of interminable dissonsions between the two seotions of 
Jews, each of which is often supposed Ly outsiders to profess a different religion. 

The dispositions of the revised laws also impose on the Caimacam the duty of 
brinving about the election, by the Jewish National Council, of a Grand Rabbi, an 
oblization which, by the way, fell as a matter of course upoa the Caimacam from 
the very commencement of the interregnum. It is believed that the Porte will 
have to intervene in order to settle the existing dispute, ;

IV.—OCCUPATIONS.—( Continued.) 


The only collection of data on the occupations of Jews that has been 
hitherto made is that of R. Andree (1c. pp. 191, 192), culled from various 
travellers, chiefly in lands outside Europe. I reprodace it here, adding the 
name of the authority given by Andree in different parts of his book :

This list clearly contains merely the personal impressions of sixteen travel- 
lers, who naturally report the results of their ownexperience—a most falla- 
cious guide as regards the extent of Jewish occupations, though probably 
fairly accurate in determining the trades in which Jews are particularly 
conspicuous, Yet even as it stands, it testifies to a far wider spread of 
handicrafts than is usually allowed by anti-Semitic pamphleteers, who v ry 
probably never handled a hoe or a hammer in their life. And not alone is 
there abundant evidence of hard manual labour among Jews, but Andree’s 
authorities testify to considerable success at such callings.  Theonly gocd 
workmen in the city are Jews,” says Hamilton of Tripolis (Andree, p 204) ; 
in Arabia, Maltzan reports “they are clever at all kinds of handwork” 
(ibid, p. 222). Of the Russian Jews Tchubinsky grants that “they are 
prized as workmen owing to their zeal and cleverness” (Gilulws, 1880, p. 
3.7), and the Governor-General of Kowno gives an equally favourable. 
account of the 10,665 Jewish artizans who monopolise the handicrafts 
of his Government. = G/Jewish Tribune, San Francisco, 2nd Feb., 1883), 
Wherever we can supplement the above list by actual statistics, it is 
seen to be wofully deficient as regards the number of handicraftsmen found 
everywhere among Jews. Thus Mr. Sydney M. Samuel gives a list of 416 
Jerusalem Jews pursuing 29 handicrafts, of which the following were the 
most favoured. (Jewish Life in the East, p. 78):

We might also contrast Petermann’s meagre list for Damascus by Mr, Fresco's 
analysis of the handicrafts of S82 heads of Jewish families in that city, of 
whom no less than 650 are weavers (Lleventh Report of Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation, p. 78). Or, again, in the Report of the Liverpool Commission of the 


Mansion House Fund (Table 2, *‘ Trades and Callings,” p. 10), of 1,843

19 were dealers, 42 clerks, 21 chemists, and 31 students, the remaining

The one common characteristic of the above lists is the predominance 
of tailoring as the favourite occupation of Jewish labourers.

to command his own hours of work. On the other hand, it must be remem- 
bered that the clothing industries, for reasons which Haushofer points out
